Washington, Jan. 23.—From the ac­ 
tion of the house committee on com­ 
merce yesterday there seems to be lit­ 
tle doubt that a bill authorizing the 
Pacific Cable Company to lay a cable 
from the Pacific coast to the Hawaiian 
Islands and Japan will be favorably re­ 
ported in a short time. The committee 
directed a subcommittee to prepare a 
bill embracing certain changes consid­ 
ered desirable from the bill outlined 
by the company. There will also be a 
conference between members and the 
State Department officials regarding ar­ 
rangements for a cable station on the 
Marshall Islands, which are owned by 
Germany. 
The subsidy asked is $180,000 a year 
for a term of twenty years, the govern 
ment to have fn»e use of the cable dur 
lug that time. In the course of the dis­ 
cussion it was argued that the subsidy

Textile Manufacturers Meet.

AN OPEN L E T T E R . 


H e Says the Government Can Afford 
T o Build It, and It Looks Very 
Much Like 
a Case 
of Now or 
Never—The Members of the Com­ 
mittee. 


All who w an t to sec a governm ent 
Lauding in Janesville should pall to­ 
gether. 
Some reasons and auggeat- 
ions will be found in the following 
open letter from Postm aster A. O. 
Wilson: 
Now th a t the ball has opened in 
favor of a governm ent 
building 
w ord or two may not be amiss a t any 
tim e. 
It is 
frequently said th a t 
Janesville can never get any thing OI 
th is kind and in support of the state 
m ent we are told th a t other cities 
w ill be served first; th a t congress la 
already so loaded down w ith appro 
priationB it is no use trying, and Borne 
tim es we are told even th a t Janesville 
doesa’t need a governm ent building. 
These are a few of the reasons some­ 
tim es mentioned and aa they cover the 
situation generally, they should be an­ 
swered early in the contest. 
In the 
Erat place it teem s to me th a t there is 
no good reason w hatever why the peo­ 
ple of Janesville should stand back 
and allow other cities to be first 
served. 
By getting up a good-sized 
agitation perhaps congress will give 
u s one of the first dices to keep us 
quiet, who can say? 
Such things 
have been done in th e past. 
B ut if 
we are to w ait for the p latter to come 
our way w ithout th e aahing, it la 
highly probable we will never get a 
public building. 
G overnm ent Can Afford It. 
To the second objection, perm it me 
to say the governm ent can afford it 
as well as the prudent m an can afford 
to own his residence and avoid paying 
rem . 
W ith the governm ent, aa w ith 
th e individual, it la a 
question of 
financial ability in th e first place, 
after which it will not be denied th a t 
such a building pays for itself in pre­ 
cess of time, and thereafter stands aa 
clear prcfit. 
If we do n ot get an ap­ 
propriation 
it 
w ill be because the 
money is voted to some other city and 
n o t because Uncle Sam can 't afford 
it. 
Let us not be deceived upon th at 
point. 
And, besides, it is notoriously 
tru e now-a-days th a t an expiring con­ 
gress generally loads down its suc­ 
cessor in greater or leas degree,mostly 
greater, so th a t if we w ait until ' con­ 
gress has plenty of m oney," we may 
well expect the oracir 
of everlasting 
-doom before we get a public build­ 
ing. 
If the m atter of expense is be­ 
fore us we may say th a t Janesville has 
already stood back for fifty years, 
paying indirectly her proportion of 
th e cost of other poeto dices for other 
cities, and if we are not a port city 
have we not indirectly contributed 
these many years tow ards the erection 
of custom houses and for the erection 
of many rivers and harbors? Why 
n o t invite those who have been thus 
benefited 
to 
contribute tow ard a 
Janesville improvement? 
Looks Like “ N ow 
o r Newer.’’ 
T he fact la we can g et a postoffice 
building now aa well if not better 
th an a t any other time. 
Mr. Cooper 
has introduced his bill, and if he fails 
to secure its passage, how loog before 
any other congressman can be induced 
to risk his reputation in behalf of a 
sim ilar cause? Judged from this stand­ 
point it strongly resembles a case of 
"now or never,"an d I think it should 
he so considered by th e eitizens of 
Janesville. 
Aa to the need of a governm ent 
building for the city, I think there can 
be but one answer. 
I w ill not enter 
upon the nnbeccmlng task of speaking 
disrespectfully of th e building now 
used for a postoffice, b ut I think it 
proper to say once for all th a t Janes­ 
ville does need a b etter one. 
If we can sufficiently interest the 
com m ittee on publie buildings and 
grounds in the present congress, we 
w ill get the appropriation, but net 
otherw ise. 
And th e expenditure of 
$100,000 would be a bleasing to*many 
laborers and improve every m an's 
property in auch degree, aa the struc­ 
tu re shall be'rn ade perm anently useful 
and ornam ental. 
I t w ill take some 
tim e andor the moot favorable circum­ 
stances to secure this much desired 
improvement, b ut in th e m eantim e I 
believe it to be a public duty for all 
unitedly to support Mr.'Gooper's laud­ 
able effort in all honorable ways and 
w ithout delay. 
Owners of eligible 
sites will please rem en ber th a t the 
governm ent will attend to th a t ques­ 
tion in due tim e and from wholly im­ 
partial standpoints so aa to satisfy and 
accommodate the greater num ber of 


>eople.

For Several Days He Had Been Fight­ 
ing a Hopeless Final Battle W ith 
Consnmption and at'L ength Nature 
Became W orn Out—A Sketch Of 
His Life. 


I t was a brave and patient spirit 
th a t le ft the earthly clay and soared to 
th e hom e where Buffering is unknown, 
w hen the heavy hand of death was 
laid on th e forehead of Dr. Hugh 
Menzies last evening, and he surren­ 
dered to the relentless disease—con­ 
sum ption—th at had been slowly gain 
ing th e m astery for many years. 
His 
death occurred a t 7 o'clock a t his 
home, on South Main street, and it 
was only after a protracted struggle 
w ith 
hopelessness 
itself 
th a t the 
atrength of an iron will was sapped, 
and a h eart th a t beat with the highest 
impulses, was stilled. 
For days it had 
been known th a t the end was not far

off, and it was but a few moments be 
fore the final dissolution th a t the suf 
ferer had said to the watchers who 
had been w ith him night and day: 
" I w ill not be here tomorrow." 
It was know n all day yesterday 
th a t the final change was 
n ear at 
hand and sorrow stricken 
a s the 
once happy home now is, the m ourn­ 
ers have the 
satisfaction of knowing 
th a t a spirit th a t has 
born unceas­ 
ing 
torture 
w ith all the fortitude 
th a t a hnm an being 
could possess, 
has been released from a i 
ordeal 
made all the more painful, by the full 
knowledge of w hat to expect and the 
complete realization of the futility of 
the struggle. 
It was only a rem arkable vitality 
and a determ ination to thw art the 
grim destroyer as long as possible 
th a t had deferred the coming of the 
reaper for several days, but whsn 
a t last nature was worn out, the end 
came peacefully, and the sufferer en­ 
tered into rest as quietly as he had 
fallen asleep a score of times, while 
his patient nurses supported him in 
the semi-reclining position, th at was 
the only one he could assume with 
comfort. 


H e R ealised HI* C ondition. 
The hopelessness of hnman ability 
to cope w ith the plans of the All Wise 
One was never more c’early shown 
than during Dr. Menzies' illness. 
If 
the sym pathy of man could have had 
any effect, the death angel would 
have been cheated of his prey. 
The 
afflicted home was almost besieged by 
those who came to offer their condo­ 
lences and personal services, aurine 
all the tim e of his 
sickness, while 
baskets of dowers, spoke m utely of 
the respect and esteem of those who 
could not come in person. 
Brother 
physicians did all in their power to 
allay the ^ain and ease the mind of 
the 
sufferer, 
but be knew 
too 
w ell 
the 
hopelessness 
of 
his 
own 
ease, 
and 
when 
a "sinking spell" would 
come 
he 
would bid good bye to the loved ones 
about his bedside. 
A dozen times his 
wonderful recuperative powers had 
enabled him to rally, and for a few 
hours he would seem much improved; 
but through it all he realized th at 
gains were but 
tem porary, and hope 
but an em pty mytb. 
" I lie here and take my medicine," 
he said a few days ago, "b u t it is like 
whipping a jaded horse; nature can do 
to m ash, and no m ere." 
Sketch o f HI* L ife. 
Dr. Hngb Menzies was born in Dane 
county, where his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jam es Menzies, were temporarily 
residing, on November 24, 1858. 
His 
early years were spent upon the pa­ 
rental homestead in the tiw n of Har­ 
mony, and in 1873 he entered a select 
school in the city of Janesville, and 
on finishing his preparatory course at 
th a t school, entered Beloit college, 
where the succeeding two years of his 
life were passed. He then finished his 
course of literary instruction a t Mil­ 
ton college. 
During all this time he 
had the medical profession constantly 
in view, pursuing those studies which 
would best lay the foundation for the 
profession which he wished to make 
his life work. 
In the autum n of 1879 he began the 
study of medicine under the direction 
of Dr. Egbert E Loomis, and subse­ 
quently graduated from the Chicago 
Medical college, of 
Chicago, in the 
class of 
1883. 
His 
adaptability 
to 
his chosen 
profession 
was 
shown from the very start, and after 
his graduation he became resident 
physician and surgeon of Cook county 
Hospital, a p Aition which he obtained 
by competitive exam ination and is 
open to all graduates cf the regular 
school of medicine. 
He occupied the position for a year 
and a half, th e full tim e allowed, 


when for the benefit of his health, 
which had become im paired through 
confinement to his medical duties, he 
spent soma time traveling through the 
south. 
| 
Second Southern Trip U navailing. 
Afterward he returned to Janesville, 
and on May 12, 1891, he was married 
to Miss Minnie Nowlan, th e eldest 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Oscar F. Now­ 
lan, who survives him. 
It was but a 
short time after their m arriage th at 
the old enemy again returred, and 
after consulting w ith 
specialists in 
Chicago, Dr. and Mrs. Menzies left for 
Las Vegas, N«fw Mexico, where they 
remained all w inter. 
The trip was 
w ithout practical benefit however, but 
by taking the best of care of himself 
and 
the 
constant 
use 
of 
a 
remedy cf 
hia own, Dr. 
Menzies J 
was 
enabled 
to 
prolong 
his 
span of existence until the present 
time. 
Each time he became worse 
or was forced to remain at home for 
a day, caused tho hearts of his rela­ 
tives to sink, but the vitality and de­ 
term ination th at had so long delayed 
the visit of the final messenger en­ 
abled him so rally, 
and begin the 
fight over again. 
In the death of Dr. 
MenzleB the 
world has lost a man who could have 
made it better; one whose very impulse 
was inspired by 
an honest heart; 
and whose every day life was the 
kind to 
cause the instant opening 
of the gates of heaven to welcome one 
who has been all th at a hum an being 
could be. 
It is bard to see one so young, bo 
talented and bo nearly perfect, die; 
but there is an end to all things; and 
He who doeth all things, 
doeth all 
things well.

he country, and no man living has 
?iven to these now rare animals more 
salient study and attention than he. 
“The coldest storms in winter do not 
trouble them.” he says, “for their thick, j 
'baggy coats are wind-proof. 
During j 
:he heavy snows and blizzards 
they 
-limb the hills and,1 turning 
their 
breasts to the wind, defy the storm. I 
They feed where the snow is thinnest. * 
Tattle are driven before a storm, and 
will often go with a wind sixty or one I 
hundred miles from the 
accustomed 
'•ango, unless they reach a sheltered 
spot. 
Horses turn their backs to a 
storm, but the buffalo faces it every 
time. They seem to keep in about the 
same condition 
of 
flesh 
the 
year 
around, and are as good eating in the 
spring as they are in the fall, and a 
buffalo steak is as fine a morsel as ever 
a man made a meal of. About two years 
ago I purchased the Jones herd of buf­ 
falo. which was at Omaha. There were 
thirty-one of them in the herd, and we 
paid (for I have a partner now) $18,000 
for the lot. 
Marchiel Pablo, a well­ 
known cattleman, has joined me in the 
msiness, and for the past year has had 
entire charge of them, so that I do not 
know just exactly how many we have 
—about 140 I should judge now, and 
by the next fall there will be full 200 
of them. 
We have experimented 
in 
crossing buffalo with all breeds of cat­ 
tle, and the results are most satisfac­ 
tory. 
The polled angus stock, when 
crossed with the buffalo, produces a 
magnificent animal. 
The fur is finer 
and closer than that of the buffalo, and 
the meat is sweet and wholesome. We 
are procuring as many of these animals 
as possible, but will not put any on the 
market for several years yet. We are 
not selling any buffalo at present We 
receive letters every day 
from mu­ 
seums, parks and shows, wanting them 
in all quantities, and, though we might 
dispose of one or two singly, we have 
no pairs to sell. A buffalo hide is worth 
$100 now in the market, and 
heads 
bring from $200 to $500 when mounted, 
and the value of these is steadily in­ 
creasing, so that buffalo breeding is as 
good an investment as real estate. Our 
herd is the only one I know* about of 
any size. There is a small one in the 
Texas panhandle, and these, with the 
few that roam in the National park, are 
Che sole remnants of the thousands 
which roamed the prairies but a few 
years ago.”
